For 
Manufacturing 
of 
Novelties 


May Locate in Seymour. 


George A. Lew in, of Henrvville, a 
representative of a new wood working 
factory which is soon to he incorporated, 
is in the citv for the purpose of securing 
a location for the plant. 
He was present 
at the meeting of the co ncil Thursday 
evening and briefly outlined the work 
which is contemplated by the new Com­ 
pany. 
The stockholders, among whom are W. 
B. Lewis, conductor on the Pennsylvania 
line, are all from southern Indiana, and 
desire to locate the factory in this part 
of the state. 
Mr. Lewis said this morn­ 
ing that several flattering offers had 
been made by a number of northern In­ 
diana towns, but that the stockholders 
were desirous of locating in Seymour, if 
satisfactory 
arrangements 
could 
be 
made. 
He said the officers had consid­ 
ered many places but the railroad facil­ 
ities in Seymou# were far better than 
afforded by many other cities, and as 
the company expected to do a large 
shipping business this was important. 
He pointed out that Cincinnati and St. 
Louis could be reached bv a direct route 
over the B. A: (). S-\V., while the best of 
service was maintained over the Penn­ 
sylvania lines to Chicago, Indianapolis 
and Louisville. 
He also said that the 
operating expenses would be much less 
here than in a larger city. 
The plant which this company intends 
to establish, will use nothing but wood 
in the manufacturing of many varieties 
of novelties. 
There are now only two 
other factories in the United States in 
this line of work, and it is believed that 
a plant located here would be able to 
build up a large trade. 
The company 
will manufacture wooden chandeliers, 
porch swings, toy“, and numerous other 
articles which will find a ready market. 
Several of the stockholders have been 
engaged in this work for several years, 
and the superintendent of the plant is a 
competent workman. 
It is the intention 
of the company to manufacture samples 
as soon as possible so that their cata­ 
logues can be issued for the yse of their 
buyers. 
After the 
machinery 
is 
in­ 
stalled, it will probably require about 
two weeks to m anufactr/e the samples 
of part of the novelties which will be 
made.

The council believes that the building:

ufactured within a specified time, or 
surrender the lease.

that tin* superintendent had written him 
that ten thousand feet of floor space 
would be needed when the plant was in 
operation and as the automobile factory 
has fifteen thousand feet, the building 
would be satisfactory. 
When asked as to the number of men 
who would be employed Mr. Lewis stated 
that about fifteen workmen would be 
necessary to manufacture the samples, 
but that a hundred or more would be 
needed within a year, if the factory 
was as successful as anticipated.

said that about forty per cent, of tin* 
employes would be skilled workmen^ 
and would receive from twenty-five to 
forty cents an hour.

be paid from $1.75 to $2.00 per day, 
according to the nature of their work. I

Important Factor in Selling Eggs in 
Cold Storage. 


Specialized science has taken a new 
course which concerns the hen, her ways 
and her lays. 
There was a big loss from 
the stocks of eggs put into cold storage 
last year, a fact which makes this a 
science of great interest to the Depart­ 
ment 
of 
Agriculture. 
The 
laws 
of 
weather averages, the temperatures to 
be expected and the output of the hen 
under weather conditions, this is the 
subject of the yet unnamed science. 
As yet the Department records only one 
man who has formulated any rules bas­ 
ed on averages for many years back, 
Paul 
Mandeville, 
of 
Chicago, presi­ 
dent of the Northern Produce Exchange, 
has kept a 
record 
of these 
figures. 
He has compiled a chart showing the an­ 
nual mean temperatures for 59 years as 
compared with egg prices which shows 
that the loss from the storing of eggs 
during the season just ended is not at 
all unusual, hut avoidable by obeying 
the dictation of averages. 
He says: 
‘‘ In thirtv-nine years there has not 
been a variation of more than 3**_> de 
grees from tin* mean temperatures in 
Chicago and the same law applied to all 
latitudes. 
In other words, to produce 
so nearlv uniform an annual mean tem­ 
perature, it will be seen th<^t the varia­ 
tions of one month are corrected by 
another. 
period 
so 
unseasonably 
warm as last November is always tol- 
lowed or proceeded by a period ol un­ 
seasonable 
cold 
weather. 
Early 
in 
December eggs that cost 22c in April, 
plus the carrying charges, were quoted 
at 21c. 
Dealers who had eggs in store 
were selling cautiously at a loss ot three 
cents a dozen. 
The late fall produc­ 
tion had made a bad statistical position, 
and warm weather in November kept 
the market uneasy for fear of an early 
run of fresh eggs. 
The temperatures 
for three months prior to November 
were close to the mean and the prospects 
were accordingly favorable for unseas­ 
onably cold weather in December or 
January, or both. 
It ¡»roved to be cold 
and stormy, fresh eggs were late coming, 
and Aprils sold in January for 26<\ "

Mandeville's figures 
show an average selling price of 18% 
from which must be deducted interest 
and storage charges, the latter being 
the same to big and small dealers who 
buy and store eggs. 
The eggs put into 
cold storage amount to only 5 per cent, 
of the output of the hen but serve to 
equalize prices to the farmer's wife, 
when every one's liens are laying, and 
to the consumer in the months when the 
hen ‘ * lavs off.

mon w’ren and the dip p er for instance, 
hav e a flig ht like th at of a y ou ng bird. 
Many of ou r smaller m ig rants seem 
bu t to flit from bu sh to hu sh or from 
tree to tree. 
Members of the thru sh 
family are low fliers, the blackbird 
in p articu lar, with its hasty , hu rried 
flig ht often ju st av oiding fences and 
no more. 
W ag tails hav e a beau tifu l 
u ndu lating flig ht with little ap p arent 
u se of their wing s. 
They look like 
g rey hou nds bou nding throu g h the air. 
Nearly all birds sail or float occasion 
ally withou t the slig htest mov ement 
of their wing s. 
Ev en a larg e bird 
like a p heasant will g lide in this way 
for more th an 2 00 y ards. 
Grou se hav e a rap id wing motion 
withou t any g reat sp eed, bu t when 
they sail, coming down with the wind, 
as they p refer to do. they g o v ery 
fast. 
Before alig hting they flap their 
wing s sev eral times v ery rap idly , like 
the clap p ing of hands. 
Most birds 
after g liding do this. 
Does it corre 
sp ond to p u tting on the breaks or 
rev ersing the eng ine in the case of 
mechanical locomotion? 
Witlt little 
ap p arent u se of its wing s the wood 
p ig eon flies v ery strong ly and rap idly . 
It nev er seems to “ bring u p ” mu ch 
before alig hting , bu t crashes into a 
tree at fu ll sp eed. 
When it rises its 
wing s crack like p istol shots. 
Du cks are strong on the wing and 
often fly in sing le file. 
Geese will fly 
wredg e or arrowhead shap e, g enerally 
at a considerable heig ht. 
So do many 
g u lls and other sea birds, in a stately , 
measu red fashion, their calls occasion­ 
ally sou nding like “Left, rig ht, left, 
rig ht.” 
Kestrels hav e a beau tifu l, clean cu t, 
clip p ing motion of their wing s and 
look like y achts sailing throu g h the 
air, while their hov ering in the air 
is one of the my steries of bird life. 
Peesw’oep s, which are so g racefu l in 
their motions on the g rou nd, look like 
enormou s bats when in flig ht. 
Swal­ 
lows, and In a v ery m arked deg ree 
swifts, hav e rap id 
wing mov ement 
with g reat sp e^d and ex traordinary 
p ower of flig ht.

ably die in the workhou se, or In the 
p rison, or in the g u tter. 
Ag ain, not 
certainly , bu t 
p robably —onost 
p rob­ 
ably . 
As Sir John Gorst, a m inister for 
edu cation 
u nder a tory 
adm inistra­ 
tion, said recently ^ y ou cannot blame 
the babies for being born, or for not 
m aking p rop er p rov ision for their u p ­ 
bring ing .

There we are told that the | 
m an’s nam e was Jain#*; that he was a 
ruler of the synagogue; that he fell 
down at Jesu s’ feet and besought Him 
greatly, for his little daughter was 
lying a t the point of death, and she 
was his only daughter.

lowed Him and thronged Him.

and his expectation, for, although he 1 
had not heard the words “ I will come 
and heal her’* (viil, 7), was not the j

was not that assurance enough for 
Jalrus'/ 
But in the throng that pressed upon 
Him there was one desolate heart—a i 
woman w ho had been ailing for twelve 
y ears and, having spent all th a t she 
bad upon physicians, was nothing bet- 
tered, but rather grew worse. 
She, 
having beard of Jesus, had such confi-’ 
dence in Him th at she said within her 
self, “ If I may touch but His clothes 
I shall lie whole.” 
She accordingly 
pressed 
through 
the crowd 
b e h in d ; 
Him, touched the border of llis g a r­ 
ment and was instantly healed of her 
illness of many years. 
Most gratefully and gladly 
would I 
she have slipped aw ay without tro u -! 
bling Him further, but He hud more i 
for her than she had dared to expect. 
H e had a personal word for her heart 
full o f peace and assurance. 
Before! 
she could get aw ay Jesus, knowing a l l 1 
things, asked who touched Him, for ho 


knewr that virtue had goue out of nim. 
The disciples were surprised at His 
questiou, seeing so many touching Him, 
but the womau came with fear and 
trembling,fell dowu before H im and be­ 
fore all the people declared why she 
had touched Him and how she had been 
immediately healed. T hen came to her 
the added, unexpected blessing in His 
precious words to her heart: “Daugh­ 
t e r be of good ¡pomfort; thy faith hath 
made thee whole. 
Go in peace and be 
whole of thy plague.” Instead of the 
unrest she m ight have had because 
she had. as it were, stolen a blessing, 
she hau His own wor.d of “peace. 
Then she might have had some symp­ 
toms of a recurrence of her trouble, 
and the devil would be sure to be on 
hand with some unrestful suggestions, 
J3ut now she had not only an experi­ 
ence, but llis infallible word th a t she 
was healed, and had He not called her 
“daughter,” and 
w asn’t th at worth 
while? Let all secret believers confess 
Jesus Christ publicly and see w hat ad­ 
ditional blessing will surely come to 
them. 
But all this delay has seemingly 
made Him too late to help the little 
girl, for before He reaches the house 
messengers come, saying that she is 
dead. 
As soon as Jesus heard it He 
said to Jairus. “F ear not. believe only, 
and she shall be made whole” (Luke 
viil, 50). And quickly it is eveu so, and 
she is alive and well and eating like 
any well child. Only the father and the 
mother and Peter, Jam es and John were 
present a t the raising to life—ju st seven, 
including Jesus and the little girl, the 
unbelieving scorners all without..

us be “ most surely believers, knowing 
the certainty” of all His words (Luke 
i, 1-4). He is never too late, and noth­ 
ing is too hard for Him who created 
all things. 
Two blind men follow Him into the 
next house, into which lie enters, beg­ 
ging Him to have mercy on them. His 
one question was. “ Believe ye th at I 
am able to do this?” Their affirmative 
reply brings llis “ According to your 
faith be it unto you.” then llis touch, 
and they see like other men; yet, un­ 
like many, they see Jesus, their healer, 
and start forth to spread abroad ills 
fame. 
The next case Is a dum b demon pos­ 
sessed man, and by a word he is heal­ 
ed. 
No wonder th at the multitudes 
said, “ It was never so seen in Israel,” 
for one like this had never been seen 
before 
W hether we touch Him or He 
touches us or speaks the word. His 
power is manifest. 
May we all touch 
Him in the consciousness of our help­ 
lessness and need, as the long suffer­ 
ing woman did. and not indifferently, 
like the crowd.

The scale expired 
at midnight, and owing to its not being 
renewed for the coming year, 
the 
strike is on. 
W hile strike leaders de­ 
clare that it will he a m atter of just a 
few days until the scale granting the 
advance is signed, there is bitter dis­ 
appointm ent because it has been nec­ 
essary to close the mines. 
Nine big operators of the Pittsburg 
district have signified their willingness 
to grant the raise asked by the miners 
but they have also decided not to put 
the advance Into effect until all other 
operators agree with them, so their 
mines have been closed. 
The opera­ 
tors are prepared for a long strike, 
Not in years have the mines run so 
full as in the past six months, and coal 
is stocked up heavily at every availa­ 
ble point.

The distrlet 
au tho rities will secu re him a jo b at 
hard labo r and little p ay . and su ch 
an o ffer can be refu sed o nly u nder the 
p enalty o f go ing to a p enal 
wo rk­ 
ho u se. 
These institu tio ns are u nder 
m ilitary discip line, the wo rk sev er« , 
the wages a p enny o r threep ence p er 
day , and release is granted o nly u p o n 
the adv ice o f tho se In charge. 
No 
difficu lty is ex p erienced in determ in­ 
ing between beggars and u nemp lo y ed, 
becau se all legitim ate labo rers hav e 
p ap ers giv en them by the district In 
which they liv e co ntaining info rm a­ 
tio n co ncerning the p o sitio n they hav e 
held. 
In ev ery p art o f Switzerland are 
established “relief in kind” statio ns 
fo r the ex clu siv e u se o f resp ectable 
u nemp lo y ed. 
Only tho se are adm itted 
who hav e had regu lar wo rk du ring 
the p rev io u s three m o nths and hav e 
been o u t o f emp lo y ment fo r at least 
fiv e day s. 
These men m u st be o n the 
lo o ko u t fo r wo rk and accep t any sit­ 
u atio n that is o ffered, becau se the 
chro nic lo afer is so o n detected by the 
p o lice and his p ap ers are m arked so 
that he can nev er again seek refu ge 
in a “statio n.”

P a r i « o r a I l o r l i n , 
Bu eno s Ay res, the cap ital o f the 
Argentine Rep u blic, is in so me re­ 
sp ects the mo st co smo p o litan city in 
the wo rld. 
No im p o rtant Eu ro p ean 
natio n hu t has co ntribu ted its cap ital 
and its p eo p le to the u p bu ilding o f 
this great metro p o lis. 
It also has the 
distinctio n o f being the seco nd city 
o f Latin p o p u latio n in the wo rld, be­ 
ing larger th an the largest cities in 
Italy and Sp ain. 
There is p erhap s no city which ex ­ 
hibits a greater v ariety o f p leasing 
co ntem p o rary sty les o f do mestic archi­ 
tectu re. 
The city co u ncil tries to en­ 
co u rage beau tifu l bu ilding by annu al­ 
ly o ffering a go ld medal to the archi­ 
tect who is fo u nd to hav e p lanned the 
mo st atractiv e facade and by freeing 
fro m the bu ilding tax the bu ilding 
thu s fav o red. 
The o u tw ard asp ect of Bu eno s Ay res 
Is rather that o f a Eu ro p ean than o f 
an American cap ital. 
It has all the 
finish o f a Paris o r a Berlin. 
The 
absence o f th e 
Irregu lar sky line, 
cau sed in No rth American cities by 
the ex treme height o f so me bu siness 
bu ildings as well as the fact th a t the 
gro u nd o f the city is q u ite u nifo rm ly 
bu ild u p o n, ev en in the mo re o u tly ing 
regio ns, keep s the city fro m p resent­ 
ing that u nfinished ap p earance which 
ev en o u r largest cities hav e.— Wo rld 
To -day .
